CAPTURE or BADAJOZ. 
_ The Earl ef Liverpool rose, to move the 
Mhanke of the Hoùse for the Capture of 
Badajoz, His Lordship begat by observing 
upon the importarce of the place, which wäs 
sthe only fortréss ön the South Western 'fron. 
ter of Spain, and the possession of which 


_ had been considered in all the contests in the 


Peninsula as of very gréat importance, It 


. was, however, remarkable that until the pre. 


‘gent war the place had never been taken. In 


1658, in the &ontest between Portugát and 


Spain, the Portuguese troops laid siege to it 
Yor four months, but were fially compelled 
to abandon ‘the siege. In 1705, in the me. 
Morable succession war, the English General, 
‘at the head of the combined army of English, 
Dutch and Portuguese troops, also laid siege 
‘ta Badajoz, but abandoned it after being before 
$t föurteen days. In the last yeah'Soult, cer. 
tainly a very able Officer, commenced the 
siege of Badajoz on the 3d of February, and 
took it after a siege Of thirtyebix days. Lord 
Wellington also laid siege to it in tbe course 
of thesame year; but in consequence of the 
orts maêò to'relieve it by the enemy, who 
brought up'alätgearmy from different quar. 
ters, it was thought “more prudent by Lord 
Wellington to decline the further presecution 
‘of the siege, particularly as the climate at 
that seäson of the year.would have been high. 
‘ly injurious to the health of our troops. ‘He 
Row came to the event more immediately 
Under their Lardships” consideration, and he 
wan“sätisfie that-whether-the great importance 
of the achievemerft “was “cönsidered, «er the 
“mature of theeffórt madeto effect it, ‘there 
must be a general concurrence in the merit of 
the General and the army employed in the 
siege. 'There could not bea stronger proof 
of this than the capture of Badajoz in twenty 
Hays. Of the ‘conduct ‘of Major.Generals 


“Picton and Walker in the storm of the place, 
‘his Luordship spoke: in the highest terms of 


praise; the gscalade having been made at a 
part where there was no brêàch, whilst every 
effort of the enemy had been directed to de. 
fend the actual breaches, « His Lordship also 
hichly eulogized the tönduct of Lieutenant. 
‘Colonel Bernard, who, in consequerice of the_ 
‘absence, through indispositiony of his two 
Superior officets, led the right brigade. It 
%as highly-satìsfactory to ebserve, that there 
Wwerea rate of Ofieers rising, to whose mie 
itary talents the country might took forward 
with the proudest hope. In the present cir. 
Camstances of Europe, no country ‘could 
Jook forward to security except through 
strength. It was, bowever, of the highest 
ámportance that physical sttength should bè 
directed by talents, and assisted by all che 
resources of art and science which could be 
brought to its aid.—lt was in this view high. 
Íy satisfactory to contemplate, that not only 
$n bravery our troops were súüperior to all 
others in Fnrope, but that in the detaïls of 
military science, in sieges, and the capture of 
fortreszes, we had now excelled all other 
nations There was one point’ to which he 
wished to advert, involving certainly some 
melancholy considerations=—he alluded to the 
Joss sustained in the capture of the place, 
The relatives of those who fell had, however, 
thé eonsolation that they had fallen gloriously 
in the furtheranceaf those great objects for 
which the country was fighting. He was 
perfectly satisfied that Lord Wellington had 
accurately calculated the importance of the 
objeet to be attained, and had not risked a 
Joss in vain.

doiug injustice to all the rest. With respect 
to the general importance of. the enterprise, 
he could not but think it galeutated to have a 
conéiderable influende on the affairs in the 
South of Spain, aud that the eatrance of 
Gerieral Ballasteros into Seville might be 
fairly attributed to it.
